Action and Greg Speed in his official capacity as treasurer ("Priorities USA"), of a complaint 
alleging violations of certain sections of the Federal Election Campaign Act of 1971, as 
amended. A copy of the complaint was forwarded to your clients at that time. 

On September 20,2017, the Conunission found, on the basis of the information in the 
complaint, and information provided by your clients, that there is no reason to believe Priorities 
USA violated 52 U.S.C. § 30119(a)(2).
